Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Jarrard does not teach the limitation of a "headliner". The Applicant argues that the term "headliner" implies a rigid 
structure unlike the convertible top of Jarrard. It should be noted that the Applicant's Specification does not define a headliner as being a 
rigid structure. Because Applicant does not clearly define the parameters of a headliner in the Specification, the Examiner has relied on 
Webster's Ninth New Collegiate Dictionary" for the definition of "headliner". According to the dictionary, a headliner is "the fabric covering 
the inside roof of an automobile". Please note that headliner does not imply a certain rigidity and the convertible top of Jarrard falls within 
the scope of the definition of a headliner. Applicant's affidavit is not entered because it is not commensurate in scope with the claims and 
Applicant's Specification. 

Applicant argues that the affidavit filed on February 23, 2005 removed Porter as a reference and therefore the currently submitted affidavit 
should be entered. It should be noted that Jarrard does not teach the same structure as Porter and therefore the contents of the affidavit 
related to Porter cannot necessarily be extrapolated to the teachings of Jarrard. 

Applicant argues that one skilled in the art would not necessarily select nylon for the binding resin and polypropylene as the film layer 
based on design choice. It has been established that it is known to interchange various materials based on suitability for certain 
applications. 

Applicant argues that one would have not been motivated to use the fibers of Spengler in the convertible top of Jarrard because Jarrard is 
a flexible covering for an automobile while Spengler is a rigid headliner. It should be noted that the Examiner relies on Spengler to use 
functionally equivalent reinforcing fibers that are used in automobile applications. The Examiner submits that sufficient motivation has 
been provided. 
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
